17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


This house has a five-bay facade with a central entry enclosed by a 
modern framed-in porch. The first floor of the facade has been covered 
with board-and-batten siding. Windows are paired towards the outside 
of the facade, and are fitted with modern storm sash; many retain old 
6-over-6 sash. Second-floor windows are located high under the eaves; 
the second-floor window in the entry bay has been covered with clap- 
boards. There are hewn overhangs at the second floor and across the 
gable ends. The portion of the chimney visible above the roof is of 
recent origin. Side elevations have single attic lights fitted with 
6-over-6 sash. A gabled rear extension includes a partially framed-in 


porch. 


Although highly altered, this house still retains much of its 18th- 
century character. ‘The hewn overhangs, the central position of the 
chimney, and the ridge-parallel orientation are all typical of 18th- 
century vernacular dwellings. Central chimney houses, lacking a 
central hallway, adopted paired facade windows to admit more light 
and air to their front rooms. 


The uneven reliability of pre-1785 land records in Berlin prevented 
definitive attribution of the builder or earliest residents of this 


house.
